After spending almost all his adult life in 
prison.

The Idaho Supreme Court is considered a 
liberal, even obstructionist bastion by death 
penalty advocates tired of waiting through 
seemingly endless appeals for what they 
contend would be the dctetrenl effect of ex- 
ecutions. But the justices complied with 
Wells' wishes. 

So did his attorney, Ada County Public 
Dcfender^Amil Myshin, and Fisher has a 
problem with that.

Idaho Solicitor General Lynn 
Thomas, who represenis the slate in 
all death appeals, said someone may 
find a 9th U.S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals judge to stay Wells’ execution. 
But that almost certainly would be 
quickly overturned by the U.S. 
Supreme Court, Thomas said. 

Fisher — who helped overturn" 
death sentences for convicted killers 
James Kevin Pratt and Bryan Stuart 
Lankford — expects an attempt to be 
made to block Wells’ execution on 
behalf of the people of Idaho. They 
should have more interest in the 
state’s decision to take a life, she 
said. 

Greg Jehn of Boise, state coordina- 
tor for Amnesty International, also 
hopes Idaho's first execution since 
1957 mokes people take more person- 
al responsibility for the death penally. 
But he fears it will moke Idahoans 
more comfortable with the idea of 
capital punishment. 

Even with Wells acceding, Jehn 
said, the execution amounts lo "state- 
assisted suicide." 


"There is a reason they do this at 
midnight at the edge of town," he 
said, "If people want to continue the 
misconcepiion that there is a deter- 
rent. why do they hide it?" . 

Martin SchefTer, chairman of the 
Department of Sociology at B^ise 
State University, said the death 
penalty actually is about retribution 
and aflirming acceptable behavior. 

“It becomes a kind of ritual that 
helps bring together and solidify the 
law abiders," SchefTer said. 

Robert Marsh, chairman of Boise 
State's Department of Criminol Jus- 
tice Administration, agreed that de- 
terrence no longer is considered a 
valid rationale for capital punish- 
ment. And he question^ whether the 
public has a duty to stop people like 
Wells from going voluntarily to their 
death. 

"We might not like their decision, 
but it’s their decision and we need to 
respect it," Marsh said. 

But Fisher said Randall Lynn 
McKinney, Maxwell HofTman, Tim- 
otity Alan Dunlap, Paul Ezra Rhoad- 
es and other Death Row inmates she 
docs not represent should not be 
made to believe they arc only waiting 
to die. 

"I know that these people arc de- 
humanized to on extent that we who 
live on the outside can't understand," 
she said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — City 
police officials arc investigating the 
arrest of a woman who was hand- 
, cuffed to a.jnailbox by officers for 
, about 20 minutes after a traffic stop. 

Eileen DcGraff, 39, of Silver 
Spring, Md., was stopped by two offi- 
cers in llic Georgetown area at about 
2:45 a.m. Saturday on suspicion of dri- 
ving while intoxicated. 

Ms. DcGraff, a grapliic designer, 
told The Washington Post she was 
forced to sit on the ground in near- 
freezing temperatures for almost 20 
minutes affer being pulled over^iThe 
handcuffs chained the woman to a leg 
of the mailbox.

Defense nominee known to favor Man slashed 
dose government-industry ties hi'’VsTdearb 


WASHINGTON (AP) — As Bobby 
Inman ponders the moves he would 
make as defense secretary, he may be 
thinking of Japan — not so much the 
U.S.-Japancsc defense alliance 'as the 
unusual cooperation between Japanese 
government and private industrjl.' ' 

Inman, a retired Navy admiral, is 
• known to believe the Lns. government 
could benefit from imitating aspects of 
the Japanese government's way of 
doing business. 

“Some people joke Ilial I see the 
Defense cfcparlmcnl as some form of 
Mm," yimon told Fortune magazine in 
1986, referring to Japan’s Ministry of 
Ihlcmalional Trade and Industry, which 
helps companies develop new producl.s. 
“I'm not so sure I disagree." 

Inman isn’t likely to reveal many 6f 
his ideas on dcfensc policy until his 
Senate confirmation hearing next 
month. But some of his past .siaicmcnls 
suggc.sl he'll put a heavy emphasis on 
changing the w;iy the Pentagon docs 
business. 

Inman touched on the subject in 
remarks at the While House on 
Thursday when President Clinton 
announced his choice to replace 
Defense Secretary Lcs Aspin. Inman 
spent 31 years in the Navy and ihc pa.sl 
■ decade in private businc.ss. 

“In these la-st 10 years I’ve learned a 
lot about how business works, and 1 
would hope to spend a lot of my time 
on bringing best business practices to 
the Department of Defense," Inman 
said.'

Time ripe for spending cuts 


When Congress convenes in' January, its 
No. 1 priority - far ahead of health care, 
campaign reform, gun control or any of the 
other faddish issues in vogue in Washing* 
ton - should be to drastically cut federal 
spending, 

Tlie moment is ripe for making deep cuts 
in the federal budget. A broad swath of 
Americans are fed up with die chronic big 
spenders in Congress. By a substantial mar- 
gin. Americans have been telling the poll- 
sleni that they would rather sec government 
spend less money and have services re- 
duced, than to sec the government spend 
and do more. 

Even on Capitol Hill, a coalition is 
emerging to maL^'subsUantial cuts in spend- 
ing. List month, in an undcrpublicized coup 
attempt again.st the White Mouse and con- 
gressional leaders, a bipartisan movement 
in the House almo.st 'succeeded in taking a 
modest but real nick out of die federal bud- 
get. 

The vehicle was the Pcnny-Kasich 
amendment in the House. If passed, it 
would have cut S90 billion from the federal 
budget during the next five years. Unfortu- 
nately, the bill was defeated by die narrow 
voieof2t9-2l3. 

The arnendment'vva.s' a collection of sen- 
sible reductions in federal spending. It 
would have cut entitlement spendin^by 
S45 billion, mduced what Congress spends 
on iuself by 7.5 percent, frozen congression- 
al salaries, cut Congress’ free mailings by 
20 percent, cut S5 billion from foreign aid, 
reduced the White House budget by 5 per- 
cent and trimmed the Department of Agri- 
culture bureaucracy. 

The Clinton administration opposed dieic 


cuts w'ith all the hyperbole and arm-twisting 
it could muster. Even though the amend- 
ment would have cut spending by a tiny 1 
percent over the next five years, the Clinton 
administration portrayed it as an "immordl” 
and “mean-spirited" assault on the basic 
function of government. As if the federal 
government were such a lean operation that 
it would be crippled by a 1 percent cut. 

Despite its failure, the Pcnny-Kasich 
amendment was a useful exercise for at 
least two reasons. One, it exposed the two- 
faced dealing of the Clinton administration 
on the deficit. The administration is all for 
"cutting the deficit" if the prescription is ' 
higher taxes (even though tax-hikes in the 
past have failed to stem the red ink). But if, 
spending cuts are the preferred method, die 
administration has a dozen reasons why the 
cuts can't be made. It even argued that cut- 
ting the deficit would be bad for the econo- 
my, altiiough only four months ago - when 
it was panting afler higher tax rates - the 
administration was arguing the opposite. 

Two, the fact that the amendment won 
213 votes in the House, including tho.se of 
57 Democrats, gives hope that we may 
soon sec a genuine assault on federal spend- 
ing. Sponsors and supporters of the amend- 
ment should try again a.s soon as Congress 
returns to work next month. 

Meanwhile, voters and taxpayers should 
write and call their representatives, de- 
manding that federal spending be cut. We 
need to send the message to Congress that 
the deficit is not caused by us paying too 
little to the government, but by Congress 
.spending too much.

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Defining death down 


On Monday, Dec. 13, a Judge in Wayne.. 
County, Michigan, duclaa^ the .state law 
agaiasi u.s.sistcd suicjde unconstitutional. In his 
original ruling. Judge Richard Kaufman drew a 
disifnction between people wishing to commit 
suicide who have what he termed a "low quali- 
ty of life” and those who have u higher "quality 
of life." Tlie law could not apply to the former ' 
It could apply to the latter, 

TltLs is the type of ruling we might expect 
under some propo.scd foims of universal healtli 
cure in which die govcmmcni decide.s wlio 
should live and who should die ba.sed on a for- 
mula that determines who is productive and 
• who is a drain on limited government re- 
sources. 

Althougli Judge Kaufman later struck down ' 
die law banning u.ssistcd suicide, he did raise 
the issue that die choice of suicide is inherently 
more "rational" and “rca.sonablc" if made by 
people wiU) disabilities or with any medical 
condition that adversely affects a person’s- 
"quality of life," 

When government begins deciding who is fit 
to live and who deserves .to die, we are all po- 
tential victims. But this is die inevitable out- 
come when society moves from a vievv that all 
human life is sacred to one that considers the 
right to life a privilege granted by government 
and not somediing endowed by life’s Creator. 

Althougli the legal questions remain mud- 
dled, we seen to be heading in a disturbing di- 
rection. Arc we ready for this scenario? Two 
. people come before the Judge, each wisliing to 
commit suicide (with the help of Dr. Jack 
Kevorkian). It is up to the judge to decide 
whiclvof these petitioners is making an objec- 
tively "rational" request ba.sed on the serious- 
ness of his or her disability and likelihood of 
- recovery, and which will moke die greater con — 
tribution to society given limited medical re- 
sources. The judge will decide that die more 
seriously disabled person docs indeed liavc the . 
riglit to suicide, while the hcaldiier person will 
be covered by the law preventing assisted sui- 
cide. ■ . 

If the state becomes a modem-dav Caesar. 

all of us will be Colos.scum spectators of a dis- 
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play of bigotry agaiast the infirm and the hand- 
icapped. As people present themselves, "Cae- 
sar," according to a judge's standards, will give 
tlmmbs up or thumbs down. Hail, Caesar. We 
who arc about to die .salute you. 

It will be an even shorter trip from supposed 
individual choice to die to the state telling you 
it won’t pay to keep you alive because your 
disability isn’t covered by national health care, 
to the state telling you that you have to die be- 
cause you are too expensive a burdea to Uic 
stale doing Uie killing. You will then get the ul- 
timate and final house call by "Dr. Dralh," 

Jack Kevorkian,' and tlie new industry he will 
.spawn. 

Contemplating these life-and-dcath issues 
gives us insiglit into other disturbing trends. 

For example. It strips the mask of "individual 
autonomy" from the euthanasia movement. 

Few people accept Uic idea that everybody 
(from depressed iccn-agcrs, to bankrupt CEOs, 
to disappointed lovers) has a fundamental right 
to suicide. The cutlionosia movement warns us 
to acknowledge that there arc certain people for 
whom suicide is perfectly rational and there- 
fore expected - those who do not live up to our 
conception of the fun-loving “meaningful life." 

Coming next will be on education program 
designed to ensure that people know how to 
exercise their right to die and to comfort them 
with the knowl^gc that our legal system wilt 
hack tiicm alithcway-lQ-thc grave. 

Why do wc have syeb a preoccupation with 
dcadi? Could it be that aficr succeeding in ban- 
ning God frdm the center of public and private 
life, wc liavc discovered little for which to 
live?

. The manner in which city finances arc han- 
dled is a subject of legitimate public concern. 
Recently there have been discussions in the 
news m^ia about city credit cards and city au- 
dits. 

Some of these articles have referred to the 
Twin Falls Urban Renewal Agency, which 1 
will be chairman of until the end pf 1993. In a 
Nov. 11, 1993, Times-News article, if wo.s stat- 
ed I had access to some city credit cord ac- 
counts os chairman of the URA. This is not 
correct. 1 not only didnU-Uavc-ooccss to any 
city credit card accounts, I didn’t even know . 
they existed until earlier this year. 

lntheNov.27, 1993, Tr/ncs-Nciv^ article on 
credit cards, reference was made to at least one 
credit curd account under my jurisdiction. I 
never had any city credit coid accounts under 
my jurisdiction or ever had acce.ss to any city 
credit cords. In fact, I’ve never even seen one. 

TItc first knowledge 1 hod dial the city had 
credit cards in the names of city employees was 
“in Februaryl993;whcn 1 was'given'ac-opy'or 
one of the monthly VISA credit cord statements 
os a supporting document for travel expenses 
charged against the URA. The expenses ap- 
peared lobe in order, however, the URA had 
not been informed of or asked to approve the 
charges until aficr the expenses were incurred 
and charged to the URA by the city staff. 

At tliat time, 1 thought it was rather odd that 
die city credit cord statement was in the name 
ofR. Thompson. 

Several years ago Richard Thompson was 
die city finance dittxlor. He hasn’t been em- 
ployed by die city for more than three years 
and yct,'a VISA credit cord in his name was 
still active and being used by city employees. It 
is difficult to imagine any busincs.ses in me pri- 
vate sector keeping a credit card active in die 
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name of on employee who had been gone for 
three years. 

> ' Another example of questionable manage- 
ment of the city funds by the city staffis the 
matter 'oflooning city money to the Urban Re- 
newal Agency without die knowledge of any- 
one on the URA and at least some members of 
the city council. The Idaho Urban Renewal 
Law of 1 965 refeni to the URA os being "en- 
tirely separate and distinct from die municipali- 
ty’’; however, dirough arugiwmcnt between 
"the city and'thc UIU\', accouniihg'wdbihcr ser- 
vices are provided by the city staff. 

In 1 992, due to ongoing construction pro- 
jects, it apparently became necessary to loan 
city money to the URA to meet these costs. Be- 
tween July 10, 1992, and Oct. 9, 1992, the city 
loaned the URA S 1 55,000 without informing 
anyone in the URA. 

In Jonuao' 1993, the city staff presented me 
with several promissory notes backdated to the 
July-Octobcr period to sign as chairman of the 
URA indicating the URA owed the city of 
Twin Falls S 155,000. When they were given to 
me, I declined to sign them until die matter hod 
been discussed with the other URA members 
and a finhncial report presented by the city. '

been kept informed of die URA financial con-

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Serbs test Milosevic in parliamentary elections 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia (AP) — | 
Serbia's nalionnlist president predicted . I 
election victory for his ruling | 
Socialists Sunday, but vntrj^ burdened ■ 
by economic misery and international 
infamy'may rob him of the over- 
whelming mandate he seeks. 

Slobodan Milosevic hoped his party 
would win a commanding two-thirds 
majority in the 2S0-scat Serbian par- 
liament. His party held 101 scats in the 
parliament that Milosevic dissolved in 
October. 

OfTlciols from the democratic oppo- 
sition said late Sunday that first trends 
^om Belgrade and other parts of 
Serbia indicated that the Sociali.sts 
looked poised to remain the single 
biggest group of deputies in parlia- 
ment. .... 

But they said that on apparent strong 
showing by democrats' and extreme 
nationolists would prevent Milosevic's 
party from winning o majority in the 
new parliament. 

Some pre-election polls had indicat- 
ed that that the Socialists would not 
gain Milosevic's hoped-for majority, 
and might lose some seals. 

The opposition is badly divided and 
the new parliament could end up being 
more unruly than the old one, pravok-.. 
ing political instability. Milosevic, 
who is not up for re-election, has 
strong powers and could impose presi- 
Jcnlial rule if the new parliament is 
too fractious. 

Preliminary results were expected 
Monilay, but final tallies not until 
Tuesday or Wednesday. ' 

The government election commis- 
sion said 30 percent of the 7 million ^ 
eligible voters had cast their ballots by 
noon in what appeared to be a strong p 
turnout. 

Serbs arc reeling from hyperinfla- „ 
lion and declining living standards that n 
stem partly from Milosevic’s econom- j 
ic policies and partly from the interna- ( 
itonal sanctions imposed on Serbia- 
dominated Yugoslavia for its role in 
fomenting war in Bosnia-HcRcgovina.

The United Nations imposed the 
sanctions on the Milosevic regime for 
backing Serb rebellions in the former 
Yugoslav republics of Croatia and 
Bosnia, where more than 200,000 peo- 
ple have died since June 1991.

The only rea.son tjicy 
don’t is because they are under 
surveillance." . said filiud 
Sprinsak, a political seieniist at 
Hebrew University in Jerusalem. 

The eruekdown followed the 
arrest last month of a militant 
rabbi, Avraham'Toleduno. caught 
at Tel Aviv's Hen Ciurion 
International Airport trying" to 
smuggle in gun pans, bomb-mak- 
ing manuals, telescopes and 
* silencers from the United States. 

Those arrested all were sup- 


porters of the Kach rnoverncm. 
founded by the extremist Rabbi 
Meir Kahane, who was assassi- 
nated in 1990 in New York City, 
The group seeks tp expel all 
.Arabs from Israeli-occupied Arab 
lands. 

Police nobbed the six Friday. A 
judge ordered them held on sus- 
picion of conspiring to commit 
acts of terror against Arabs, 
membership in an illegal organi- 
zation and illegal possession of 
weapons, .said lawyer Larry Dab.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 
Personal ads, blind dates and bars. 
Throw in the occasional church 
social, and grim os it is, that's the 
social scene for many Utah singles. 

No one knew that better than * 
Holly Janney, an Ohio transplant 
•who moved West in the 1970s to 
ski. 

“You know how it was in high 
school when a group of people got . 
together to go skating or out to eat? 

1 think everyone misses that,” she 
said. 

They needn’t. She's seen to that. 

It was u chance encounter on a 
vacation that spawned Janney's 
solution. She met a woman who 
was trying to organize n dinner 
group for single adults, took the 
idea, got some guidance from an 
attorney and formed a company 
culled Table for Eight three years 
ago. . 

“All I do is advertise for profes*' 
sional people who want a social life 
and are too busy to have it on their 
own.” she said. 

Herc'show it works; 

Janney lists a voice mail number 
' in one of two advertisements in 
local weekly newspapers. 
Interested people leave a mes.sage. 
She calls back and asks them to 
write her a letter that includes a 
brief description of themselves, 
what kind of food they like and 
what kind of people they’d like to 
dine with. She charges clients SIO 
per dinner and they pick up their 
own meal tabs. 

Then Janney’s work begins. She 
groups clients with similar tastes 
"iind backgrounds.' Within TO days, 
newcomers arc invited to dinner or 
brunch. '■• 

More than 600 have eaten 
Janney’s way. and about 300 arc 
members. 

Janney stresses she doesn’t run a 
dating service, but does pay atten- 
tion to what people write in their 
letters. 

“You'd be surprised how many 
men say they only want to cat with 
women who can have children,”

On occasion, diners will call 
Janney after a get-together and ask 
for a person's phone number. She 
won't give'il out. but will pass 
along the message. 

That's how Darcy Bentley met 
her husband. The 29-ycar-old 
social worker' had never been 
involved in a singles groijpJjefore. 
Table for Eight appealed to her 


because diners drive themselves to 
the restaurant, pay for their own 
dinner and then drive home. 

She considered it a safe way to 
meet people. 

So did her husband, Chris 
Demiris. They met at a Sunday 
brunch in 1992 and were married 
just over a year later; — 

“We talk about the brunch a lot." 
Bentley said. “It really changed our 
lives.” 

The couple invited Janney to 
their wedding, but not all endings 
arc so happy. Once in a while, the

— like the couple who had a disas- 
trous dale and panicked when 'they 
found themselves Table For Eight 
dinner partners a short time later.

Meridian principal receives ‘A’ in discipline 


MERIDIAN (AP) — Four 
months irtto her Job as principal of 
Ada County’s largest high school, 
Terry Klucvcr temporarily can- 
celed students’ morning break, told 
them they can’t make out on cam- 
pus and required them to certify in 
writing that they know school 
rules. 

The decisions arc not popular 
with some of the 2,500 students at 
Meridian High School. 

Klucvcr came to Meridian from 
a gang-ridden high school in 
Killeen. Texas, that she says was 
one of the state's most violent 
campuses. Her aim in the npw Job 
was to protect her Idaho school 
from the influences that have bat- 
tered many urban schools. But now 
she’s wiser abouf Idaho children. 

Meridian's students are also 
wiser about their new principal 
than they were at first glance-^ art 
image of a tough-talking outsider 
who planned to clamp down on fun 
and freedom. 

Klucvcr and her students agree 
on one thing: The new rules 
brought about a sharp change from 
what they were used to at the

Dennett, a rock-ribbed Republican 
conservative who served Utah for 
24 years in Washington, died 
Sunday at home of causes incident 
to age.

Today, the seal is occupied by 
Bennett's youngest son. Republican 
Sen. Robert F. Benneii. 60. who 
won election in 1992, 

“He wiis one of the key people I 
consulted when 1 decided 1 might 
want to run," tlie younger Dennett 
said Sunday, “He ran me through u 
rather extensive list of plusses and 
minuses, and. when we were done, 
told me: T can't see ns you have a 
thing to lose,'" 

Bennett said his father suffered a 
slight fall laic Saturday at his Salt 
Lake condominium. ''He went to 
bed to rest and never woke up,” 
Bennett said. 

Tile elder Dennett was known as a 
hard-working, if reserved, statesman 
who brought to politics a work ethic 
gained wliile running the fitmily 
paint business. Bennett Enterprises, 
for .30 years before going to 
Washington. 

"He was right straight up front 
with what he believed and didn't 
believe.” said former Dcmocrafic 
U.S. senator Frank Moss, who rep- 
resented Utah on the other side of 
the aisle for IK years. 16 of them 
with Bennett. 

"He and I had m:iny issues on 
which we were on opposite sides 
and he always represented his phi- 
losophy fairly, without dishonesty 
or deviousness."

But don't assume' 
guardian angel is watching over the 
safely of all the toys on the .shelf. 

Guardian Angels R Us. 

That’s the message from con- 
sumer groups, regulators and even 
. toymakers. though these groups dif-. 
fer greatly on how big a problem 
dangerous toys arc in this country. 

. “Parents should not assume that 
the toys they find on the -shelves are 
safe,’’ said a report by the U.S. Pub- 
lic Interest Research Group, a non- 
profit consumer-oriented lobbying 
organization. PIRG is one of three 
groups issuing lists of toys they 
consider unsafe and warning parents 
to be more vigilant. 

Most of the 25 toys on PIRG's 
eighth annual Trouble in Toyland 
list involve small parts it says could 
choke infunt.s, toddlers or preschool- 
ers, who habitually put things in 
their mouth. 

These include pull-along toys 
with wooderi beads that come off; 
toy vehicles whose little tires detach 
easily; stuffed toys and dolls with 
small, Iqtiscly'attachcd accessories; 
too-small. balls and blocks: I-inch- 
tall rubber animals, and a l>^:-inch- 
by-W-inch whi.stle. The grojip also 
targeted a plastic replica cellular 
phone it said emits sounds loud 
enough to damage hearing, and nail 
polish marketed to 5 year olds that 
contains toxic chemicals. 

To compile its list, the group sur-

vcyed stores including chain toy su- 
-pcrmarkcls, discoum-sturcs and-up— 
scale toy boutiques, and found what 
it considers hazardous products in 
each.- 

Edward M. Swartz, a Bo.ston at-

■ safety, pul out a list of 10 “worst” 
toys, including a “pigeon shooting” 
game marketed to preschoolers that 
was capable of shooting sharpened 
pencils with great force. Tliat prod- 
.uct hxs since-been taken.oul uf the 
store that sold it. Swartz's office 
said. Most of the other items on the 
list involve small parts on toys that 
attract toddlers. 

“People say to me. 'The govern- 
ment wouldn't let this be sold if it 
was unsafe.' Nothing could he fur- 
ther from the truth," said Mary 
Ellen Fise, producls-safely director 
of the Consumer Federation of 
America. "Tliufe is a false sense of 
security by parents and other people 
who buy toys." 

Thp Consumer Product Safety 
Commission has mandatory, toy- 
safety standards but acts only after 
it is alerted to violations or hazards 
of toys already- on the market, Fise 
said. 

• “When we go out looking for uii- 
, safe toys, it's so easy to find them," 
said Linda Bailey, program director 
of the Institute fur Injury Reduction, 
a Maryland group started five years 
ago by plaintiffs' attorneys that pub- 
lishes its own annual list of alleged- 
ly unsafe toys.

Parents also can do tiicir own lest at 
home b) seeing if the loys or parts are 
small enough to p:iss through a toilet 
paper roll, about I>1 indies across, 
and to keep them from young chil- 
dren if they arc, consumer advocates 
say. Uninflalcd balloons, exempt 
from tlic'CPSC .small-parts lest, are a 
choking hazard and should be kept 
from preschoolers, the groups add. 

Parents also need to watch for 
sharp edges and cords or strings that 
can strangle. They also need to be 
aware that toys and children's bed- 
ding. unlike sleepwear, arc not re- 
quired by law to be flame-resistant. 

Tyrrell said riding toys are respon- 
sible for more injuries than any other 
type of toy, often because children 
ride them into streets or pools.

• Sally Rynnc, for one, falls into the 
"not" column. Rynnc — who set up 
one of the first women's clinics in a 
U.S. Itospltal a decade ago — insists 
that the research simply has not been 
done to give women complete infor- 
mation about the long-term cITccLs of 
hormone replacement therapy. She 
believes that before women start the 
therapy, they should at least read the 
physicians' guidelines. 

"f have said if I ever want to be a 
stand-up comedian, 1 would take 
those guidelines and go on the road,” 
adds Rynnc. 58. "It's laughable

Jennifer 
Kamcnen has a problem few can 
relate to: She's too darned skinny. • 

At 95 pounds, Kumenca is too 
skinny for size-1 women's panis and 
loo tall for children's sizes — she's 
trapped in a clothing no-man's land 
with no skinny-wenr boutiques in 
sight. 

"Irdrivcs me crazy,'-' Kamenca 
said. "It's difficult to find clothes that 
fit. I tried eating like crazy, but noth-, 
ing works. It's a nuisance." 

For Cindee Brandon, ultra-thinnc.ss 
is a family affair: She. her dad, Tom, 
and boyfriend Joe Bynum arc all too 
skinny: all have tried and failed to 
put on weight. 

"1 eat everything," said Cindee 
Brandon; 5-foot-3 and 95 pounds. 

"I'd like to weigh 5 or 10 pounds 
more. I cat big meals and I snack dur- 
ing the day, I eat lots of goodies, but 
nothing works." 

While about one-third of 
Americans are overweight, nulrition- 
i.sts estimate that fewer than 5 percent 
share Brandon's and Kamenca's 
problem. 

Nutritionists at the annual 
American Dietetic Association meet- 
ing in Anaheim in October agreed 
that the topic is virtually ignored in 
literature. They offered this advice 
for people who want to gain weight: 

First, look at what you arc eating, 
said Nancy Clark, author of the 
"Sports Nutrition Guide Book,” 
which dedicates a chapter to healthful 
weight gain. "A lot of people say '1 
eat a ton.' but they don't cat consis- 
tently," Clark said. 

Mosi'experts recommend a two- 
pronged approach to pulling on 
weighi: Start doing some weight 
training and. at the same lime, 
increase your caloric.s by 500 to 
1,500 calorie.s a day. 

The problem: Many skinny people 
just don't like to eat. The sotudon: 


"Cranapple juice." Clark said. "Just 
drink more juice. Thai's an excellent 
way to add calories to a diet." 

"Don't load up on fat," said 
Georgia G. Kosta.s, a registered 
dietitian with the Cooper Aerobics 
Center in Dallas. "Concentrate calo- 
ries in small volumes of food'! so you 
get more calorics without havingMo 
cat more. 

Good calorie-densc foods include 
dried fruits, fruit shakes, nuts, juices, 
Grape Nuts, fot-frec granpla bars, 
com tortillas, beans and se(ds. Many 
of these can.be added .to cassc:oIcs, 
salads, cereal or con be used to make 


a snack mix wcighl-gaincrs can cany 
, around to munch on. 

Using these foods "you get quality 
calorics instead of fat calorics. It's all 
fal-frcc and healthy." Koslas said. 

"If you stick with the food pyra- 
mid, you're not going to go wrong," 
said Karla Magic, dietitian with the 
San Bemadino deportment of Public 
Health. 

The food pyramid — another name 
for U.S. dietary guidelines — recom- 
mends you get about 60 percent of 
the calorics in your diet from carbo- 
hydrates and no more than 30 percent 
of the calories in your diet from fat.

Hospitals become more frieiidJjLj^^

HAMMOND, Ind. — Balloons. 
Stickers. Flavored masks. Stuffed 
animals. 

You'd expect to find those things 
in a kindergarten cla.ss more than in a 
hospital or surgery center. 

But children coming into hospitals 
arc finding them as medical centers 
grow more competitive and under- 
standing of youngsters’ needs and 
fears. 

"Hospilals-can be pretty intimidat- 
ing places." .said Penny Scott, child 
life coordinator for St. Margaret 
Mercy Medical Center here. "Anxiety 
is the main concern for kids going 
into the hospital. Tlic more prepared 
they are. the belter they can cope. 'I 

St. Margaret Mercy has a child-life 
coordinator, typically someone 
trained both in education and nursing 
who monitors the playroom and 
works directly wilh pediiiiric patients. 

But it's nut the only medical center 
paying uticniion to kids. 

Long gone arc the days when chil- 
dren had to face the colorlc.ss, unfa- 
miliar and frightening sterility of u 
hospital while i.soIuted from family 
and friend.s. 

Todijy, children arc given lours of 
the hospital heforc they . enter as 
patients. Tlicy pluy video games and 
wuich their favorite movies and car- 
toons, 

A pediatrician with the American

not a new phcnomerloh. 

"Years ago pediatricians recog- 
nized that hospitals were not particu- 
larly friendly placc.s for children," 
explained Dr. James Shim, a physi- 
cian with Children’s Hospital of 
Denver and chairman of the acade- 
my’s Hospital Care Committee. 

"Huspiiuls hud to change the size 
of the toilets and furniture, even their ’ 
siifciy procedure!j,.}vhich didn't take 
into account Hint cliildren couldn't 
fend for them.sclves in un emergency. 
Many hospitals initialed user-friendly 
programs like recreation therapy and 
child-life care.” 

Area hospitals have integrated a 
variety of such programs aimed at 
making hospitals more u.ser-friendly 
for kids. 

“Play is a normalizing activity for 
kids,” said Scott. "Kids re.spond bel- 


ter when they have an 'array of toys 
and play things. Wc get loLs of posi- 
tive results from that.” 

They can even receive visil.s from 
parents around the clock. Some hos- 
pitals offer shower facilities, with 
microwaves and refrigerators, uniting 
parenLs and children and even allow- 
ing visits from siblings too young to 
normally visit huspiluis. 

There's a recognition of the differ- 
ence between children and grownups. 

"They arc people, but not adults," 
said Palma Young, the pediatric nurse 
manager at Tiic Community Hospital 
in Munster, Ind. “Children have long 
memories. The popular thinking used 
to Iw that children would forget, that 
bad memories would go away and it 
wouldn’t matter. But it docs mailer. 
Wc try to make their vi.sits less 
painful and more fun."

Prostate test should 
consider man’s age

Doctors may have found a way to 
improve the rcliabijily common 
prostate cancer screening test, a 
change that would more oHcn find 
cancers in younger men while-sparing 
older men from unnecessary icst-s. 

Dr. Joseph Ocstcrling, a urologist 
at the Mayo Clinic in Rochester, 
Minn., found that the PSA blood lc.st, 
which measures a prostate tumor 
indicator called the prostate specific 
antigen, should be adjusted according 
to a man's age, 

Currently, any man with a PSA 
reading of 4 nanograms of antigen 
per milliliter of blood usually is 
<:idVi.ScU to have an ultrasound test, 
and-possibly. u biopsy, to look.fur 
cancer. - . 

The standard, Ocstcrling says, is 
based on tests that didn't take into 
account what physicians long have 
known: Tlic male prostate gland — a 
walnut-shaped organ buried behind 
the bladder — grows as a man ages. 

Ocstcrling says that using the same 
PSA standard for men of all ages may 
miss cancers in young men with 
smaller prostates and erroneously 
indicate them in older men wilh larg- 
er glands. 

Ocstcrling analyzed PSA tests of 
SOU healthy men and recommended 
new norms adjusted to age. He sug- 
gests ullrasound'and biopsy tc.sts if a 
man exceeds these numbers in their 
age groups: 

2.5 for men in their 40s. 

3.5 for men in their 50s, 


4.5 for men in their bOs. 

6.5 for men in their 70s. 

The Mayo Clinic has adopted the 
scale, as have some otJicr.lop acade- 
mic centers. : 

Dr. Timothy McHugh, a urologist 
at the Prostate Center at Crillcnton 
Hospital in Rochester, Mich., says 
leading centers wjih experienced 
ulirasounll.departnt^nis already take 
age and the size of the prostate into 
account. He said Ocstcrling's find- 
ings arc helpful to improve the gener- 
al use of the PSA. 

Tlie PSA test has been criticized by 
some doctors for its inaccuracy or for 
inadequate proof that it saves lives. In 
fact, the National Cancer Institute just 
started a large study to sec if the PSA 

.and other tests save lives. 

"PSA is a very sensitive marker for . . 
early prostate disease." McHugh 
s:iys. “But it has been misunderstood 
by people who thought that when the 
PSA was elevated there had to be 
cancer. What they didn't understand 
was that PSA picked up early disease 
that wasn’t always cancer.” 

Ocstcrling and McHugh both 
advise men to request their PSA read- 
ing, if their doctors do not tell them, 
Many men never know the number, 
they acknowledge. 

Changes in thc.se mmibers are.hclp:_. 
ful signs to follow as men age, says 
Dr. Cary Faerbcr, iis.sociatc professor 
of urology at the University of 
Michigan. He cautioned that a num- 
ber that exceeds these nomis dues not 
nutomalicnily mean a man should 
undergo ultrasound or biopsy tests.

The 49crs, who never had to punt, rolled up 565 yards. 

Dexter Carter capped the 49ers‘ romp with a 50-yard 
touchdown run in the closing minutes. Lost week in Atlanta, 
San Francisco missed a chance to clinch the division when 
Carter’s two fumbles enabled the Falcons to rally from u 24-7 
deficit in the fourth quarter for a 27-24 win.

Americans draw Colombia, Romania, Switzerland as Ist-round opponents 


LAS VLGAS (AP) — Forgot all 
tho alleged schemes and machina- 
tions designed to give the United 
States the easiest route to the sec- 
ond round of the World Cup. If that 
was in llie works, somebody 
messed up. 

Tiie United Slates drew rising 
Soiiili American power Colombia. 
Romania and Switzerland on 
Sunday as its lirsi-roiind opponents 
in ne.xt summer's World Cup. All 
three will he rated ahead of the 
Americans, especially Colombia, 
the most improved team in the 
world in l‘W3, 

"Wc'havc one of the two tough- 
. est groups," said American player 
i*etcr Vennes, "FIFA didn'f.sct up 
everything for the U.S., that’s for 
sure." 

"Colotnbia has beaten the United 
States twice, 1 -0 and 2- 1 i" said U.S. 
coach llora Miliitinuvic. "it’s time 
for the United States to beat . 
Colombia." 

Actually. Colotnbia is H-1 against 
the Americans, while Switzerland is 
3-0-1 and Romania is O-l-l, 

Germany, the defending champi- 
on. will open the soccer extravagan- 
za against, .lipliviu in Chiengu on 
June 17 to s'larl the niunihlung tour- 
nament. 

Tiie- Americans, hosts of soccer’s 
showcase for the t1rst time, will 
open at the Pontiac Silvcrdomc out- 
side Detroit on June 18 against the 
Swiss. The Americans will play 
Colombia and Romania at the Rose 
Bowl in Pasadena. Calif. 

"It probably is a must game right 
from the beginning." said U.S. for- 
wartl Fm ic-Stewan.-'U liiink wc arc- 
going to win the first two games. I 
think wc have a good chance to 
make the second round.” 

Colombia won its qualifying 
group with a 5-0-2 record and rout- 
ed two-time champion Argentina 5- 
0 in the final qualifying game. 
Romania used a late surge to win its 
qualifying sector ahead of Belgium, 
which along with the United States, 
Germany, Brazil, Argentina and 
Italy were top seeds for the 24-tcam 
tournament. The Romanians won 
their last six qualifying games. 

Switzerland finished second to- 
liaiy in its qualifying group, which 
kept Portugal and Scotland — 
perennial World Cup teams — from 
advancing. 

■^Wiih the U.S. as the host nation, 
there is going to be a lot of focus on’ 
our group," said Switzerland coach 
Roy Hodgson... "We’re Switzerland,, 
wc participate in the World Cup 
once every- 30 years, so everything 
bothers us." 

The U.S. group also will- play at 
Stanford Stadium in Palo Alto, 
Calif.. The United States plays 
Colombia on June 22 and Romania 
on June 26.

SPOKANE — Tlic answering machine on Mari- 
on Moos' phone says: "I'm out performing daring 
deeds!" 

Indeed she is. She always has. 

Moos, considered the' mother of feminism in 
Spokiinc, turned 70 this month. Dozens of friends 
gatliered to celebrate with her and .salute her for 
decades of friendship and community service. 

"By 70 years old. she's made such a contribution 
(0 the women here. She broke a path for all of ils, 
and people need to know that.” .said Lindy Cater, 
former director of the Northwe.st Women's Law 
Cetucr. 

Moos likes growing older. At 65, she threw her- 
self a giant birthday party to celcbialc going on So- 
cial Security. She rented the Magic Lantern theater 
and showed the movie. "Shame." about a motorcy- 
cle-riding woman lawyer who rides into a small 
town and defends a gang-mpc victim. 

Of her age now. Moos says, "This Is what 70 
looks like. We arc all going to age. but you know 
it's stunling to look at one's face and sec the age. 
But I'm not fussing and fretting about turning 70. 1 


like it because so far I'm in charge of my life, phys- 
ically and mentally, and I am in a community that 
embraces people." 

Moos lives in a cozy home on Spokane's South 
Hill. A sticker on the door reads: "l-eminism Spo- 
ken Here." 

The walls are covered, with photos and posters 
that trace the history of Moos' persona! life and ac- 
livksm. She grew up in Spokane, the daughter of en- 
lightened parents who believed young women 
needed college educations as inueh as young men. 
Aller getting a sociology degree, she married Cierie 
Moo.s in 1947 and moved to his family's lidwall 
fami. 

Her two daughters, Angela and Virginia, were 
bom there tind, as Cater wrote in .a master's degree 
program paper about Moos; "Marit>n was llerce in 
her determination to protect them from meanness 
and cxpo.se them to goodness.” 

In I9SS. Moss Joined the Methodist Churelt 
Women's Division, a group that stressed .social re- 
sponsibility. 

"By 1970, the Women's Division had invited 
Marion tojj couferenee in New Yor.^ City," re- 
called Cater. "Marion came upon a storefront ofllce 


for Bella Abzug's congressional campaign. Sud- 
denly it dawned on Marion that women had the po- 
tential to be influential." 

Moos relumed home fired up,’ With other bud- 
ding feminists she founded Spokane's first chapter 
of the National Organization for Women and. in 
197.1. she opened ilie Past-Time l•eminisl Book- 
store. "It was like stepping into the wilderness." 
Moos said. 

The downtown boukstore’had posters that read: ‘ 
“Women arc not chicks" and "Sisterhood is power- 
ful.” 

"It became a gathering place. Women and men 
came in. It was an adorable store," Moos recalled. 

She closed the store in 1977. hut her activism 
continued, She fought plans to turn Riverfront Park 
into a mini-Disneyland and she traveled extensively 
through her association with the YWCA. 

At 71). Moos does not intaid to slow down. She 
exercises three days a xveek. is active in the Ameri- 
can Civil Libedies Union and on the mayor's task 
force on AIDS, Last monlli,' she went to Washing-- 
Ion. D.C., to meet with the U.S, delegate to the
